What the Belgian told me about 
the need of a passport gave me troth 
cause for worry. 
Suppose I should 
run into a German sentry before I 
succeeded bi getting onet 
I decided that until I reached the 
big dty which the Belgian bad men­ 
tioned—and which I cannot name tor 
fear of IdaatUhtiit some af tim people 
there who befriended me—I would 
proceed with the utmost precaution. 
Blnce I had discarded my uniform 
and had obtained civilian clothes, I

. Village after village Intercepted me, 
and although I tried to skirt them 
wherever possible I realised that I 
would never make much progress if 
I continued that coarse. To grin a 
mile I would sometimes have to make 
a detour of two or three. I derided 
that I would try my luck to going 
straight through the next village I 
came to. 
As I approached lf, I passed num­ 
bers of peasants who were ambling 
along the road. I was afraid to mingle 
with them because it was impossible 
for one to talk to them and it was 
dangerous to arouse suspicion even 
among the Belgians. For all I knew, 
one of them might be treacherous 
enough to deliver me to tile Germans 
iii return for the reward be might be 
sure of receiving. 
About 9 o’clock that evening I 
came to a point where ahead of me on 
the right was a Belgian police station 
—I knew It from its ted lights—and 
on the other ride of the street were 
two German Bridlers to uniform 
leaning against a bicycle. 
Here was a problem which called 
tor instant decision; if I turned back 
the suspicion of tim soldiers would 
be instantly aroused and lf I crossed 
the road so aa not to pass so closely 
to them they might be equally aus­ 
picious. I decided to march bravely 
by the Huns, bluff my way through 
and trust to Providence. If anybody 
imagines, however, that I was at all 
comfortable as I approached these 
soldiers, he must think I am a much 
braver man than I claim to be. My 
heart beat so loud I was afraid they 
would bear It Every step I took 
brought me so much nearer to what 
might prove to be the end of all my 
hopes. It was a nerve-racking ordeal. 
I was now within a few feet of 
them. Another step and— 
They didn't turn a hair I I passed 
right by them—heard what they were 
saying, although, of course, I didnt 
understand It, and went right on. I 
can’t say I didnt walk a little faster 
as I left them behind, but I tried to 
maintain an even gait so as not to 
give them any idea of the inward ex­ 
ultation I was experiencing.

My usual course would have 
been to go around it—through Adds, 
back yards, woods or whatever rise 
lay to my way—hut I had gained so 
much time by firing through the last 
r i h r i instead of detouring around 
It and my appearance seemed to be so 
unsuspicious that I decided to try the 


Huns to deaj iii vegetates of any 
kind except Boder the rigid efaerri- 
ston af the authorities. Nevertheless, 
It was one of the principal vocations 
of toe average poor Belgian to buy 
potatoes out to 
tbs country from 
peasants and then smuggle them into 
the large cities and ceti them clan­ 
destinely at a- high price. 
To stop this traffic in potatoes, the 
German soldiers were in toe habit of 
subjecting the Belgians to frequent 
searph, and I was being held up by 
this soldier for no other reason than 
that he thought I might be a potato 
smuggler!

Had he 
but known who I was he could have 
earned an Iron cross!
